Three  previous  informal  meet- 
ings this  week  narrowed  the 
once-stibstantial  differences 
rival  East-West  proposals. 

RUSSIA  LAST  WEEK  sudden- 
ly dropped  10  months  of  opposi- 
tion to  Western  demands  for  a 
review  of  new  U.  S.  information 
on  underground  blasts  compiled 
since  the  conference  began  Oct. 
31, ' 1958. 

The  West  wanted  the  new  in- 
formation studied  since  it  con- 
tends that  underground  blasts 
can  be  muffled  to  avoid  detec- 
tion and  often  cannot  be  told 
from  earthquakes.  It  rejected  a 
Soviet  plan  to  limit  checks  to 
instrumental  readings. 

THE  PROPOSED  studies  are 
designed  to  establish  just  what 
is  required  for  an  effective  sys- 
tem of  inspections  to  deter  possi- 
ble cheating.  Only  the  under- 
ground tests  need  physical  on- 
the-spot  checks.  Air  and  water 
explosions  can  be  detected  by 
other  means.

Herter  Upbraids  Communist  China 


WASHINGTON,  Nov.  13  — 
(UPI)  — Secretary  of  State 
Christian  A.  Herter  has  issued  a 
special  statement  upbraiding 
Red  China  in  an  apparent  at- 
tempt to  forestall  any  displeasure 
j by  India  over  an  earlier  press 
I conference  remark. 


HERTER  SAID  the  Commun- 
ist Chinese  were  “wholly  in  the 
wrong”  in  using  military  force 
in  their  border  dispute  with  In- 
dia. But  he  did  not  say  which 
nation  was  legally  right  in  the 
quarrel. 

The  statement  was  issued  yes- 
terday just  30  minutes  after 
Herter  told  his  news  conference 
that  the  United  States  did  not 
know  definitely  who  was  legally 
right  in  the  complex  border  con- 
troversy and  was  not  taking 
sides  on  technical  aspects  of  the 
question. 

The  special  statement  said: 

“The  questions  asked  me  on 
this  subject  seemed  to  me  direct- 
ed at  the  legal  rights  along  the 
border  and  my  answers  accord,^ 
ingly  related  only  to  the  legal- 
ity of  the  rival  claims.

that  it  is  complete  from  A to  Z. 

A lot  of  water  has  passed  un- 
der the  bridge  since  this  corre- 
spondent last  spoke  to  Partridge 
when  he  was  burning  the  mid- 
night oil  on  the  original  version 
of  the  dictionary — one  of  several 
scholarly  reference  books  he  has 
compiled. 

“TIME  FLIES,  doesn’t  it,”  he 
mused  today.

“WHAT’S  NEW  in  cliches?” 
I asked.  “Are  we  producing  to- 
day such  gems  as  ‘a  dream  come

coined  by  our  forefathers?” 
j “Every  age  produces  cliches,” 
said  Partridge,  a lank  and  satur- 
nine gent  of  frightening  erudi- 
tion.

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U.  S.  Cancer  Society  Prepares 
Data  to  Show  Smoking  Risks 


CHICAGO,  Nov.  12 — (UPI) — An  American  Cancer  Society 
official  said  today  that  the  ACS  was  preparing  a nationwide 
educational  program  “to  inform  young  people  of  the  risks  in- 
volved in  smoking.” 


Walter  G.  James  of  New  York,  the  ACS  Director  of  Public 
Education,  said  the  program  was  based  on  results  of  a study 
of  smoking  habits  of  more  than  20,000  high  school  students  in 
Portland,  Ore. 


JAMES  TOLD  THE  Illinois  division  of  the  ACS  “statistical 
studies  by  the  Society  and  others  have  shown  an  unmistakable 
cause-and-effect  relationship  between  cigarette  smoking  and 
lung  cancer.” 


He  said  the  Society’s  program  “will  attempt  to  reach  teen- 
agers and  inform  them  about  the  attendant  health  hazards  be- 
fore they  have  acquired  the  smoking  habit.” 


“THE  SOCIETY  WILL  conduct  no^'anti-smoking  campaign’ 
among  teen-agers,  or  any  other  groups,”  James  said.  “Its  efforts 
will  be  limited  to  research  studies  and  developing  a more  in- 
tensive program  in  the  field  of  education, for  both  physicians 
and  the  public,  but  with  special  emphasis  on  young  people.”

Re-Elected  Tunisia  President 
Reaffirms  Western  Friendship

The  Man-of-the-Week:  Presi- 
dent Habib  Bourguiba  of  Ttin- 
jsia. 


The  Place:  Tunis. 


The  Quote:  ‘1  feel  very  moved 
in  accomplishing  this  gesture 
(casting  his  ballot  in  Tunisia’s 
first  general  election),  which 
signifies  that  the  Tunisian  has 
today  a dignity  which  reflects 
our  national  sovereignty  , and 
provides  more  respect  for  the 
individual  man.” 

No  one  was  surprised  when 
Bourguiba  and  his  Neo  Destour 
(New  Independence)  party  won 
the  election  and  Bourguiba  re- 
turned to  the  job  he  has  held 
since  Tunisia’s  independence  was 
proclaimed  in  1957.  His  only  or- 
ganized opposition  came  from 
the  Communists  and  they  scarce- 
ly counted. 

BUT  IT  MUST  indeed  have 
been  a moving  moment  for 
Bourguiba  who  spent  nearly  half 
of  his  55  years  in  exile  or  in  and 
out  of  French  prisons  and  who 
today  is  credited  more  than  any 
other,  with  Tunisian  indepen- 
dence. 

In  the  midst  of  turbulent  na- 
tionalism among  both  the  Arabs 
and  the  Africans,  Bourguiba  has 
stood  as  a firm  friend  of  the 
West. 

PRESIDENT  GAMAL  Abdel 
Nasser  of  Egypt  once  accused 
him  of  being  one  of  the  last  ag' 
ents  of  imperialism  among  Arab 
leaders. 

To  this,  Bourguiba  replied 
bluntly  that  his  ties  were  with 
the  West  and  would  remain  so. 

While  espousing  the  cause  of 
Ijidependence  for  neighboring 
Algeria,  he  has  at  the  same  time 


retained  close  ties  with  France 
and  is  loked  upon  as  one  of  the 
soothing  influences  in  North  Af- 
rica. 


THE  SLIGHT,  firm-jawed 
Bourguiba  was  born  in  the  small 
fishing  village  of  Monastir,  Tun-' 
isia,  in  modest  surroundings  in 
1904.  His  schooling  was  primar- 
ily French  and  he  read  law  and 
political  science  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Paris. 


He  formed  his  Neo-Destour 
party  in  1933,  and  five  years  la- 
ter began  his  first  tour  in  a 
French  prison. 

FROM  THEN  ON  it  twas  a 
story  of  jail,  rejail  and  exile.  It 
was  in  1954  that  the  French  goV' 
ernment  recognized  the  inevit- 
able and  brought  him  to  France 
for  negotiation  on  a home-rule 
plan.  . 

The  climax  came  three  years 
later. 

Next  month  this  conservative 
revolutionary  meets  President 
Eisenhower  aboard  a U.  S.  cruis 
er  in  the  Mediterranean.

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Memo:  To  Maj.  Con.  Ralph  Osborn- 
In  West  Berlin  Anything  Can  Happen 


Editor's  note:  The  following  memo 
V.  as  written  by  a newsman  %\ho  has 
covered  Berlin  since  four-power  occupa- 
tion began  in  1945.  He  saw  crowing 
East-West  friction,  the  blockade,  the 
e'.i-lift.  West  Berlin  reconstruction  and 
the  East-W'est  struggle  for  the  city.  He 
has  known  five  Berlin  commanders.  The 
memo  is  to  the  sixth,  Maj.  Gen.  Ralph 
M.  Osborne.

BERLIN  — Memo  to  a new 
American  commandant: 

You  have  4,000  American 
troops  and  100  State  Department 
diplomats  isolated  110  mii^es 
deep  in  Communist  territory. 

You  are  surrounded  by  30  So- 
viet divisions  of  more  than  300,- 
000  men. 

If  war  breaks  out  your  pos- 
ition is  untenable.  You  will  not 
be  relieved.  You  wdll  be  expect- 
ed to  fight  courageously  to  the 
end  as  American -soldiers  did  at 
Bataan  with  the  hope  of  event- 
ual victory. 

You  might  not  live  to  see 
that  victory. 

It  is  a grim  thought.  The  7.000 
• American  Army  wives  and  chil- 
ren — “dependents”  in  army  jar- 
gon— will"  share  your  fate. 

You  are  coming  to  Berlin  at 
the  most  critical  time  the  city 
has  seen  since  the  Soviets  cut  all 
land  routes  to  the  city  in  1948 
and  began  the  one-year  Berlin 
blockade. 

An  Anglo-American  airlift 
boat  that  blockade  but  the  future 
is  uncertain. 

THE  SITUATION  is  fairly 
quiet  now.  Things  have  calmed 
down  since  the  Berlin  crisis  be- 
gan just  one  year  ago  with  Sov- 
iet 'Premier  Nikita  S.  Khrush- 
chev's demand  that  your  troops 
and  the  7,000  British  and  French 
troops  get  out  of  the  city. 

He  said  the  Western  allies 
must  end  their  occupation  of 
West  Berlin  and  make  it  what 
he  called  a “free,  demilitarized 
city.” 


THE  WEST  SAW  this  proposal 
as  a Soviet  plot  to  get  the  West 
out  so  they  could  swallow  the 
“German  Democratic  Republic” 
— the  surrounding  Soviet  zone 
of  Germany. 

The  United  States,  Britain 
and  France  rejected  Khrush- 
chev’s free  city  proposal  and 
said  they  would  fight  to  hold 
West  Berlin. 

You  are  coming  here  to  make 
good  that  pledge,  if  necessary. 

KHRUSHCHEV’S  PROPOSAL 
and  the  Western  rejection  of  it 
led  to  talks  at  Geneva  of  the  Big 
Four  foreign  ministers.  The  con- 
ference ended  in  a deadlock. 

But  the  Soviets  made  no  move 
to  take  over  the  Western  sec- 
tors because  it  was  agreed  that 
the  world’s  top  men,  President 
Eisenhower,  Khrushchev,  the 
British  and  ' French  leaders 
would  meet  at  a so-called  Sum- 
mit conference  to  try  and  settle 
the  East-West  clash  that  has 
raged  since  World  War  II  ended. 

NO  ONE  KNOWS  what  will 
happen  at  that  conference.  Per- 
haps agreement  will  be  reached 
and  you  stay  here  will  be  as 
peaceful  as  your  tour  of  duty 
was  in  1955  at  Fort  Bragg,  N.C., 
where  you  commanded  airborne 
artillery. 

But  Berlin  is  marking  time. 
The  city  has  been  given  what 
may  turn  out  to  be  only  a 
breathing  spell. 

NO  BASIC  ISSUES  have  been 
settled  by  mere  agreement  to 
hold  a Summit  conference.  The 
fundamental  problem  remains 
and  you  must  face  it  on  the  spot 
— the  Russians  want  the  West 
to  get  out  of  a bridgehead  in 
their  territory  and  the  West  re-, 
fuses. 

If  the  Summit  conference  fails 
you  might  have  the  hottest  time 
you’ve  had  in  your  life — hotter 
than  the  London  blitz  when  you 


were  a U.  S.  Army  military  ob- 
server in  England,  hotter  than 
the  Korean  armistice  negotia- 
tions and  the  Korean  prisoner  of 
war  exchange,  both  of  which  you 
experienced. 

You’ve  been  briefed.  You 
know  what  the  Communists  can 
do  to  you. 

Your  lines  of  communications 
run  110  miles  through  Soviet-, 
controlled  territory  to  the  West. 
They  can  be  cut. 

' Your  trains  and  trucks  used  to 
supply  your  garrison  can  be  halt- 
ed. Your  aircraft  must  fly 
through  three  20-mile  wide  air 
corridors  above  ground  control- 
led'by  the  Soviets. 

IF  THE  WORST  happens,  2,- 
200,000  West  Berliners  will  be 
exposed  to  another  blockade. 

If  the  worst  happens,  your 
troops  and  those  of  the  British 
and  French  will  be  fighting 
thousands  and  thousands  of 
Communists  sent  into  West  Ber- 
lin from  the  surrounding  Soviet 
territory  in  a putsch  attempt. 

Faced  by  all  these  threats,  you 
must  act  as  if  they  did  not  exist, 
as  if  the  odds  were  in  your  fa- 
vor. . . 

SEN.  LUCIUS  D.  Clay  acted 
that  way  before  he  realized  it 
was  possible  to  supply  a city  by 
air. 

“We  will  not  be  bluffed,”  he 
said.  “We  will  not  be  intimidat- 
ed. We  have  a right  to  stay  in 
Berlin  and  we  are  going  to  stay.” 

Your  immediate  predecessor, 
Maj.  Gen.  Barksdale  Hamlett, 
acted  that  way.
